The 
passes for the guards are not ready, 
and by an order from the bureau of ad- 
mission the temp wary passes issued on 
May It were suspended. The guards 
were not provided with any other 
means for getting into the grounds ex- 
cept their uniforms and badges, nnd 
when they sought admission the ticket 
takers refused to let them in without 
a ticket or pass of some sort.

admission. 
The 
ticket takers refused to let them in, 
and the guards bodily pushed their 
way through tha gates. The ticket 
takers say they have been instructed 
not to admit anyone without a ticket 
or pass. Gnards claim that they need 
no other tickets than their uniforms. 


There has been -published under the

There i& moro buying of com 
mercial paper than a week ago, and 
while foioign exchange has risen abrrt 
the exporting point no gold is yet o. 
tiered for shipment, as banltingliouseB 
reckon upon larger exports of products 
before long. \ Interior money markets 
are growing tighter and more cautious 
but no such stringency is yet seen as to 
check general trade, which appears to 
have somewhat improved with more 
seasonable weather. 


At Boston trade ie> canhotts, but with 


tha ^ye!^the^• bomewhat better more ac- 
tive in dry goods, cotton being fairly 
busy, though woolen goods are very 
dull and clothing backward.

A BARK AMONG ICEBERGS. 


Almost. ^IlinculouK IBsuapo from Being 


Crashed to Atomi. 


New YOBK, May ll).—The bark Tlrar- 


]and had a narrow escape on her voyage 
from Iquiquo from being stove and 
umk by an immense icefloe and drifts 
of huge bergs. The Thurland was 110 
days out Feb. 20, when she was in lati- 
tude 01:43, longitude 4C;23, where she 
sighted the vangnaid of the floe. At 
fiist only a few bergs were sighted, but 
as the day grew the ice began running 
in immense fields. Tho vessel steered 
southeast until 3 p. in. to escape the 
path of the floes, and in that time she 
sighted 7S bergs from 100 to 300 feet 
high and from 150 to 800 feet long. 


Two hours later, when it became ap 
parent that the hhip could not got by 
the pack, she was hanled to the south- 
west. As the pioceeded the ice grew 
a little lighter, but from the masthead 
the ocean was whito with tho drift as 
far ns= could be seen. The next day tho 
ship was hanled to l;lie northeast, and 
on that course sho sighted over 100 
bergs. Some of thorn were 300 feet 
high and were surmounted by huge 
pinnacles, wliich broke from them with 
the noise of thunder. The ship had to 
pick her way through the drift, and on 
several occasions the passage dwindled 
down to a. ship's length in width. 


Early the next morning she was near- 


ly pinchei between a lingo floe and m 
the excitement nearly stiuck a berg. 
March 1, while the vessel was maneu- 
vering out ot tho path of another big 
berg, tho main sheet parted just as tho 
vessel was about to ttick. She immedi- 
ately sagged over toward the berg, 
which scraped alone; the vessel. The 
water during thejmsEage fell to a tem- 
perature ot U The pack was 270 miles 
long

This little body of cit- 
izen soldiery forms part of tbe national 
guard, aud because Delaware was the fust 
stat e to latify tho constitution of the United 
States usually has the privilege of heading 
tho hue of militia nt any public spectac-lc 
that brings together the national guard.

Delaware now spends

ruled by two rual counties haimgcoi- 
Biderably less than half the population of 
the state and piobably less f$han onc-foiuth 
its assessed property.

chief city, baa a greater population than 
either of these rural counties, and Xe'.v 
Castlo county, in which TVilrninf^ton ib sit- 
uated, pays muca ruoic than half the stale 
tiuxes. Keverthcless Kent und Sussex coun- 
ties have two-thirds of the legislature and 
can contiol all legislation, inchiding the a o- 
piopiuitiou of money. Tlio rural counties 
regaid the militia as a useless ornament, 
although they hu\o their share of tbo com- 
panies, and when the bill to double the 
state appropuation reucbed tho senate, 
composed of three members from, each 
county, it \\ as dt feated.
